HAS GONE TO THE FRONT. 



CONDITIONS MUCH CHANGED 



Germany Expected that League 
of the Allies Would Not Con- 
tinue Tnroughout. 




One of the heat of tho lectures 
yet delivered hy Dr. Colby in the 
series of Europe at War which he is 
giving at the Royal Victoria College 
was that of yesterday, when the 
speaker dealt with the Solidity of 
the Entente. 

To quote Dr. Colby, "One of the 
first, steps which was taken by the 
governments of the Entente after tho 
declaration of war was to enter into 
a definite agreement under which, 
each promised that it would not eon- 
elude a separate peace. Tho docu- 
ment In question was "signed at Lon- 
don on September 4th, and Its text 
runs as follows: — 

"The undersigned duly authorized 
thereto by their respective Govern- 
ments, hereby declare as follows:— 
The British, French and Russian 
Governments niutuully agree not to 
conclude peace separately during the 
present war. The three Governments 
agree that when terms of peace come 
to be discussed, no one of the Allies 
will demand terms of peace without 
the previous agreement or each of 
the other Allies." The names append- 
ed to this momentous compact are for 
England, Grey; for Franco, l'aul 
Chambon and Delcasse; for Russia, 
Count Benckendorff." 

Since that date Italy has entered 
the war, and has also attached her 
name to this agreement. 

Historians from their familiarity 
with such alliances In the past have 
come to take them witli a grain of 
salt, and even to look upon them ns a 
matter of form and things which are 
more apt to bo broken than kept. The 
experience of historians with this 
question amply illustrates the say- 
ing that a chain Is only ns strong as 
its weakest link. Sometimes the 
cause of default by one of t he par- 
ties Is physical exhaustion, hut more 
often It is selfishness. The Germans 
evidently expected to he nblo to de- 
tach France from Russia at some 
stage of the pâme, a result which 
would have had many precedents. 
Thjs, however, was defeated by the 
resentment which the Huns awakened 
In Eurone oirainst themselves. 

Dr. Colby then cited a couple of 
'nstances of breach of faith by na- 
tions in such agfSemPttts. the first of 
Which was that exhibited by France 
In the interval between the Treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapelle (174!)). and the 
OUtbm»k of the Seven Years' War 
(1756). when she went over to tho 
s'do of Austria af'er fighting with 
Prussia ' MMtlifft AH-tfla and Eng. 
lr>"d. The move hrowrhf aboul n 
CpmWpatinn between Prussia nn <] 
England. The second and more strik- 
ing oxunmie occurred during |], e 
Seven Yenrs' War. Austria, Prance 
,«nd Rus«tn were leagued against 
Prussia and FnHnnd. Russia, bow- 
lever, after the death of Elisabeth 
i who was a strong opponent of Fred- 
erick of r*rus«Ia, swung around to 
the sidn of the Ce-mn.ts, enabling 
'hem to live through the war. Eue;, 
land, who had been on verv friendly 
relations w«th Prussia dur'-ir the |ife- 
Mme of Pitt, broke off these rela- 
tlons after his fall. This c n se | R 
nartlciK'arly interesting bemuse it 
involves the same nations as nro con- 
cerned In the pre°"nt struggle.. 

However, the conditions to-day nro 
very much changed, Russia, though 
an autocracy in form. Is reallv much 
less autocratic than it was in the 
eighteenth century. The peinle them- 
selves are pledged to continue the 
war, and there does not seem to be 
much chance of any sudden turnover. 
More than this the different, com- 
manders are working in conlunction 
and are ropo«fn<r mutual trust every 
one In the. others. Dlssentlnn has 
been the bugbear of joint oneratlons 
In manv past wars. In the Seven 
Venrs' War Frederick 'lie Orm) w „q 
often saved hv the b"lllien''edness of 
the Russian and Austrian command- 
ers. Nanoloon also I»r«£lt*d f-rentlv 
by the motim! loalonstes nnd récrim- 
inations of Rlticher and Seliwarzen- 
berir.

Graduate of Science 14 Was 
With Tunnelling Company 
of Royal Engineers. 



Sir William Peterson, Principal of 
the University, has 1 received word 
thut l!nd Lieut. Geoffrey Thompson, a 
graduate of the Faculty of Applied 
Science of the class of '14, was kill- 
ed in action on the Somme front on 
September 3, through the explosion 
of u German shell "while he was en- 
gaged In his work with a party of 
Royal Engineers. 2nd Lieut. Thomp- 
son was the younger son of A. C. 
Thompson, of Chetnole, Weybridge, 
England, general manager of the 
Prudential Assurance. Company, lie 
was born In London In 1889. and at- 
tended Berkham stead school before 
he. came to McOlll to enter the class 
of ScienCe /14. Following graduation, 
2nd Lieut. Thompson was engaged as 
assistant engineer of the Burmah 
Mining Company, and when war 
broke out, secured a commission in 
the 2nd Sappers and Miners of the 
Indian army. He sniled to France 
With tills unit, and at Marseilles was 
transferred to a tunnelling company 
of the Royal Engineers. After being 
stationed for almost a year in tho 
vicinity of Albert, he was killed on 
September S. An only brother, Lieut. 
Harold Thompson, of tho Northamp- 
tonshire Regiment., was killed on 
May !», 1015* 2nd Lieut. Thompson 
was well and favourably known, not 
only amone members of the student 
body, but. also among the members of 
the leaching staff of his Faculty. 

Walter Lumsden. 

Walter Lumsden, of Hamilton, who 
took his Arts course at McOlll, and 
was graduated In '12, is officially re- 
ported ns killed in action. After he 
left McOlll ho entered Osgoode Hall 
In Toronto, nnd finished his law 
course there Inst spring.

An application from the 244th Bat- 
talion.

A statement of the week's financial 
operations was presented. 

In opening his remarks addressed 
to the delegation from tho Theologi- 
cal Colleges, Mr. Common dwelt 
chiefly omthe fact that any negotia- 
tions now conducted would be depen- 
dent upon obtaining a satisfactory 
opinion from Corporation with re- 
gard to the measure, Tho meeting 
was being held for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the matter in an informal 
way, and to raise any points which 
might prove Insurmountable in bring- 
ing about the desired end. Tho Theo- 
logical students would have to be- 
come members pi the students' So- 
ciety on the present basis, and it was 
doubtful if any exception could be 
made to this rule. 

Mr. Cuming reported thai at a 
meeting of the executive of the Theo- 
logical Students' Society, the ques- 
tion of tho proposed affiliation had 
been raised, and the general feeling 
was very much in favour of amal- 
gamation. At the present, time any 
man taking ten hours' work in Theo- 
logy was eligible for membership in 
the Theological Studo'its' Society, 
and this means, ho said, that men In 
attendance at any of the colleges 
might Withhold from joining the So- 
ciety. iThe measure -would have to 
be universal among all the Theologi- 
cal students. 

Mr. Withey brought out the in- 
teresting fact, that there were sev- 
eral classes of students attending 
the Theological Colleges, some of 
whom bad not even passed tho ma- 
triculation examinations. The. fin- 
Olancial difficulty was also one to he 
O remembered. 

Mr. Gerrle brought up the ques- 
tion of participation of the Theologi- 
cal students In athletics. Mr."" Wit hey 
staled that in his opinion the Theo- 
logical Students would demand the 
same recognition in the matter ot 
granting of M's as was accorded the

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A CHANGE IN OUR LECTURE SYSTEM. 

Speaking with a .student the other day, among other things 
there eropped up th.- following remark, "Well, 1 don't see why the 
lectures are not printed and given the eluss instead of having the 
students get writer's eramp taking down notes." Isn't there a lot 
of truth in it? Thinking it over we decided that the suggestion was 
deserving of wider circulation, wherefore this article. 

We are of the opinion that the present system is not the b>es1 
system. Students rush into lectures, scribhle down notes without 
really understanding what the professor is saying, and rush out 
•gam, to go over the same procedure three or four times that same 
day, and six days of the week. The lecture hour resolves itself into 
nothing more or less than a class for the propagation of hail pen- 
manship. With the exception of a very few professors' efforts, the 
Student derives no Benefit from a lecture, and has merely pages on 
pages of hastily written and almost unconnected notes which he must 
supplement and understand hy outside reading and study. The 
natural answer to this is that students do too little outside reading 
and study, which remark may or may not be true, but the fault cer- 
tainly cannot be corrected by the means at present employed, Hy 
giving a man a series of isolated ideas you discourage rather than en- 
courage him to a further pursuit of the subject, with the result that 
he ''lets things slide" till close to the end of the session, and then 
works at high speed to pass his examinations, straining his eyes and 
nervous system to what we might term the danger mark. 

We expect educationalists to calmly say, "Hut is that our fault? 
If the students don't work are you going to blame us?" Without 
probing into any "Am I my brother's keeper" questions, we reply 
that we do think the educationalists are to blame. It is their duty 
to teach the pupils, to afford them the best possible facilities for 
learning the work prescribed in the curriculum; and if, as we think, 
such a change as suggested in the present methods would ensure 
more students acquiring a better education than they are at present 
securing, then it is the duty of those who are at the head of these af- 
fairs to consider and adopt and incorporate into our University sys- 
tems such a novation. 

Leaving the more ethical side of the question and coming to the 
practicability of the scheme, we do not imagine that the change 
would be at all difficult to make. The main headings und ideas In 
the lectures could be printed and bound into a book, say the size of 
a telephone directory, with ample space between the various notes 
for the student to fill in with ills own observations. A man then 
knows what the professor is talking about, and has a set o fsensible 
notes from which to study. It may be objected that he will not sup- 
plement his lectures by outside reading, an objection in which we 
cannot see any basis of fact. He will do just as much, if not more, 
general reading, to get up the subject as will the man studying un- 
der our system of to-day, for the simple reason that when lie comes 
out of a lecture he understands what has been said, and is therefore 
interested in the subject. And even supppose he doesn't do any 
supplementary work he acquires a good general working knowledge 
of the subject in the class room. The professor has more time at his 
disposal to enter into more complete explanations, and the neces- 
sity for extra work docs not exist to such an extent. 

The cost would be, comparatively speaking, a trifle. Printed in 
quantities, notes of a whole course should not cost more than one 
dollar at the very outside, and probably would only cost half, or less 
than half of that figure. No student would object to such a charge, 
and if one wished, a lump sum could be added to the tuition fees, 
the payment of which additional sum would be optional; on account 
of some students possibly wishing to use a former pupil's notes, just 
us is done to-day. Practically every subject would lend itself to this 
scheme, more particularly those of Arts and Law, and even to a cer- 
tain extent those in Science ami Medicine. With blank pages at the 
back of each book, the course could be kept up to date, a new edi- 
tion incorporating these supplements, being issued, say, every five 
yea rs. 

There may be objections, of which the Daily is not cognizant, 
but the scheme appears very feasible to us. The object of a I'niver- 
sity is to educate students attending it, and it should see that every 
facility is given its Undergraduates for the acquisition of a com- 
plete general education. The Idea presented above seems to be a 
big step in that direction.

lleve that all the other nations with 
which their country Is combined Is 
not slacking in the least. It was 
JHICtl a thought, as this that prompted 
the articles of Clemenceau, who, 
though a professed friend of Knghind, 
kept demanding in tln-se articles 
that conscription should he Intro- 
duced in Kngland, "I have sometimes 
wondered," said Dr. Colby, "whether 
Clemenceau was not encouraged hy 
the friends of conscription in Kng 
Jand to lend a hand by the publica- 
tlon^ of articles such as those to 
which I refer." The Russians In the 
Galiclan campaign of 1915 certainly 
Ftood up against an enormous con- 
centration of both troops and artil- 
lery In the hope that whatever sacri- 
fice she would make would be an aid 
to the common cause. 

Speaking of the evident intention 
of all of the parties to the Kntente 
living up to the agreement In the 
face of the strained relations which 
existed before the present conflict 
between some of them, iT)r. Colby 
said: "Some people arc said to be so 
upright that they lean over back- 
wards. Now, In discharging the du- 
ti> r>nt-iled hy the war, each of the 
Allied Governments has probably 
been to some extent leaning bark- 
wards In its effort to preserve a ver 
tieal posture." This is particularly 
shown in the Gallipoll Incident, when 
* — < was battling hard against the 



Austrians and found it. Impossible 
practically to attack Constantinople, 
which port means so touch to her! 
England, seeing this, was prompted 
to send troops there in order to re- 
assure Russia that she meant to help 
her in every possible way. 

A remarkable tribute was paid 
England for the spirit with which 
she has been COOdUCtillg her side of 
the war. She has ungrudgingly put 
her huge financial hacking at the 
use of her Allies, as well as aiding 
them with men. She ha H raised an 
army In so short a time that the 
world has been moved to sit up and 
lake notice, and ! t the same time re- 
tained her prestige on the sea. In 
ISM, when the Congress of Vienna 
met after the defeat of Napoleon to 
reconstruct Europe, Kngland alone 
did not ask for an Increase of ter- 
ritory or for any cash consideration. 
It Is in the same spirit that she Is 
prosecuting the present conflict. 

Dr. Colby will conclude this par- 
ticular subject In his next lecture.

rauk of sergeant, which he held until 
he was wounded on the 24th of May, 
1915, On returning to duty he gave 
up his stripes and joined the 14th 
Royal Montreal Regiment, and quali- 
fied as a machine gune instructor. It 
was at this time with the rank of 
lance-corporal that the General Com- 
manding the Division told Lieut. Beag- 
ley that he had been recommended 
for a promotion, and to return and 
take charge in the capacity as sec- 
ond in command of the fourth com- 
pany. When he came "out" the next 
time his papers had arrived. 

In a letter written to his mother 
on September 20, 1916, Lieut. Beag- 
ley states that he waB in the recent 
big attack. He was on a reserve gun 
and after the battalion had advanced 
was called up to reinforce. "We went 
over with a cheerful heart," he writes, 
"and the first thing that surprised us 
was the crowds of Germans stream- 
ing over the ridge to our old lines. 
They put their hands up directly 
they saw us, and ran to meet us. Our 
boys,- did not bother with them, out 
Just motioned them back our own 
lines, wheer the Fri»ts' were only too 
glad to be."

Wearing the two gold braids emblem- 
atic of having been twice on the 
casualty list on active service, Major 
J. Ferdinand E. Gendron, Sci. '15, 
late of the First Field Company, Can- 
adian Engineers, and of the 2nd Can- 
adian Pioneer Battalion, and now 
lieutenant in the Royal Canadian En- 
gineers, was a caller at the McQill 
Union yesterday. Major Gendron has 
been invalided home for the second 
time since the war began, and has 
been transferred to the Canadian 
permanent force, reverting to the 
rank of lieutenant. He will be en- 
gaged in instructional duty in Can- 
ada, and will be stationed at Quebec. 

Major Gendron, a graduate of the 
Royal Military College of Canada, and 
a third year student in Applied 
Science at McGill, was one of the 
first to volunteer his services when 
the call was made for Canadians to 
enlist in August. 1914. He was at- 
tached to the First Field Company of 
the Canadian Engineers, and went to 
France with this unit iii February, 
1915. In the following June he was 
wounded at Festubert, and was in- 
valided hack to Canada. While here 
he rejoined the colours as a company 
commander in the 2nd Canadian Pion- 
eers, and again went to France. In 
August last he was promoted to the 
rank of major, and a short time af- 
terwards was injured at Thlepval on 
the Somme front through the explo- 
sion of a shell nearby, which put him 
in the hospital for five weeks with 
concussion. 

Major Gendron spoke hopefully to 
McGill Daily of the. operations on the 
Somme, hut explained that he did not 
believe that it was the aim of (he 
Allies to smash a way through the 
German line, but rather to wear them 
down and cause as severe losses as 
possible without allowing them to 
shorten their line or bring up rein- 
forcements. The Allies could make 
a general advance, but the cost in 
men would be too great. 

The returned officer spoke of many 
McGill men whom he had met at col- 
lege and again seen at the front. 
Among these were Major W. B. Mc- 
Taggart, Sci. '15; Capt. "Pont." Ar- 
mour, Lieut* J. K. M. Green, now 
on staff duty in England; Lieut. J. 
B. Macphail; Lieut. M. O'Halloran; 
Lieut. "Chuck" Waterous, Lieut. V. 
E. Duclos, Lieut. Dennis Baker, Capt. 
Otto Demuth, Lieut. J. D. McCall, 
Sapper Eddie Lyons, Corp. Ewen 
MacEwen, Lieut. Ebrrts and George 
I.aing. He was with Lieut. Clifton 
M . Horsey the night before he was 
killed.

To prevent the 
leading stem fiom running up too qrickly to flower and seed, ana so starving 
the leaves, the top is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving; only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. Liter on the suckers or shoots which now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed. Tobacco is also subject to " firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter must, therefore, protect bis 
crop against all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
increased price which the planter receives for his crop warrants the 
expenditure and care. Nothing but tobacco cultivated as above entera into

The lessons tuught by "The. Birth of 
a Nation" are far reaching, us they 
Include patriotism, ftghtlug, kuK-cou- 
trol and working thiugB on a big 
scale. When Mr. D. W. Grlththa 
received this idea it would be impos- 
sible to say what his idea of the com- 
pleted product was. In all probabil- 
ity Mr. Griffith did not know just 
what kind of a picture he was going 
lo make, even after he was well 
started. The basis of the story was 
taken from the Rev. Thomas Dixon's 
novel "The Clansman," to which has 
been added numerous historical epi- 
sodes of interest and educational 
character, the details of which were 
carefully studied out from historical 
palntlngH and private records of 
those events. Combining this with an 
Ingenuity never before known in the 
moving picture world, Griffiths built 
a spectacle that is stupendous in its 
proportions, yet which is absorbingly 
interesting because of two very de- 
tided love stories that run through- 
out the picture. We have had specta- 
cles—war spectacles, spectacles of 
ancient Home and other kinds, but 
they all lack the vital touch of heart 
interest, which is the lite blood of 
any slory, be It novel or photo play. 

An orchestra of 25 musicians which 
exceeds in quality anything that has 
ever before accompanied "The Birth 
of a Nation" in Montreal, is now 
with the picture at the St. Denis. 

The effects, during the battle 
scenes, and the charges of the "Ku- 
Klux-Klan." are hair railing and 
magnificent at the same lime. The 
enterprise and far sightedness of the 
management that will go to the ex- 
pense of providing tor an immense 
eleven reel feature such as "The 
Birth of a Nation," with I'rcnch and 
English titles lias never before been 
equalled in Montreal, nor even ap- 
proached. Few pople realize the ex- 
pense that is involved in making a 
single title, and when one appreciates 
the fact that there are nearly two 
thousand feet of French titles in "The 
Birth of a Nation," they have only a 
faint understanding of what an un- 
dertaking it Is.

Satires— and good ones— describes 
the efforts of the Washington Square 
Players of New York, playlug at the 
Princess this week. It is not a fre- 
quent occurrence to get u medley ot 
playlets, Huch as these, that give 
light amusement and at the same 
time more or less reality and interest. 
The "Roadhouse in Arden," an oddity 
of qualntuesa, was a rather amusing 
conception of the controversy as to 
the author of Shakespeare's plays. Sir 
Francis Bacon and Shakespeare ap- 
pear as unwelcome suitors of "Mis- 
tress Immortality." only to have that 
illusive maiden fly to the Forest ot 
Arden, where she escapes with 
"Youth." This playlet was an Im- 
possibility, but rather well thought 
out and original. Some very clever 
sayings were heard from Shakespeare. 
MIsr Mathew made a charming "Mis- 
tress Immortality." 

"A Miracle of St. Anthony," was the 
richest piece, of the evening, Its satire 
being of the very highest order. There 
were several laugh-getters in this act, 
the droll actions of Albert Tilburne, 
as the Doctor. aR he examines the 
"Blessed St. Anthony," to determine 
what must be wrong with a man who 
insists on resurrecting a deceased 
person after the third day is a mas- 
terly bit of mimicry of the old prac- 
titioner. Maxwell Parry, as the 
"Blessed St. Anthony," had a heavy 
part which he carried through fault- 
lessly. Some of the action appears 
far too obvious, but seems to en- 
hance the production rather than de- 
tract from it. The satire was a bit 
too thick in parts. "Helena's Hus- 
band" was an historical comedy, built 
around ancient Sparta, with the cos- 
tumes and settings of that day, hut 
the language- and the manners of the 
present time. It was a queer mix- 
ture, and one that convulsed the au- 
dience on many occasions. The ex- 
pressions of the "King of Sparta" 
were in fact, ultra-modern, and his 
quotations borrowed from President 
Wilson and some of the prominent 
Americans of to-day were so pertin- 
ent that they could not fail to make 
a hit. 

"EugenleaJly Speaking" was an- 
other good satire., but, as usual, with 
satires, inclined to be a little far- 
fetched. The only really serious piece 
of the evening was that entitled "In 
April," and that was touching enough 
for the impression to remain for 
some time. 

The acting was of a splendid qual- 
ity. It was, in fact, satire, served to 
suit, with a fine sauce of comedy.

THE FUNCTIONS OF AN AGRI- 
CULTURAL COLLEGE. 

t 

In an article entitled "Too Many 
Agricultural Graduates?" which ap- 
peared in this paper a week ago, 
l'rof. Lochhead, of Macdonald Col- 
lego, took the stand that thero Is lit- 
tle likelihood of our Canadian agri- 
cultural collegos turning out too 
many graduates. He corroborates 
tills statement with an interesting se- 
iUonce of ideas under the head ot 
'Tho Functions of an Agricultural 
College," which it would seem fitting 
o publish he-re. 

"Many people assume that the only 
'unction of agricultural colleges is to 
ropare young men to become bet- 
or farmers. Our contention is that 
hoso colleges have u wider sphere 
f usefulness than the preparation of 
armors only. While this is an im- 
tortant function, it is not the only 
.'unction; and we would go so far as 
o say that it In not the most lmpor- 
ant one. 

"We pointed out in our article 
ome of the fields of work where 
>rbperly qualified graduates may do 
most valuable service for agrlcul- 
uro. Persons in government post- 
ions, whose duties are to promote 
he interests of agriculture In every 
possible way, are well aware of the 
tact that they cannot make the pro- 
gress they would like for tho simple 
reason that many of the problems 
aro as yet unsolved. 

"In many respects practice lias 
,:onc uhead of science, and further 
advance must wait for the achieve- 
ments of science. Let us give an ex- 
ample or two of what we mean. How 
much do we really know about the 
soil, and the changés that occur 
therein'.' Thanks to the discoveries 
of scientists, farm practice has. been 
greatly modified in the last twenty- 
five years 011 account of our Increas- 
ed knowledge of bacteria and the ac- 
tion of fertilizers. Much, however, 
still remains to be known before wc 
will he In a position to uso the soil 
to the best advantage In the produc- 
tion of crops. Again, while wo are 
able to control Hessian Fly and man) 
other insect peats, we are vaguely 
gropiiiK in the dark as to a satistac 
tory method of controlling white 
grubs and wlreworms. Instance' 
without number might he giver 
whore scientific inquiry lias mad- 
but little headway In the solution ot 
pr ' lems in the wide field of agricul- 
ture. 

"Wo want men who can advance 
agriculturo by solving some of these 
problems, and the agricultural col- 
leges also demands men who, al- 
though not investigators in tho real 
sonso of the word, can carry the lat- 
est results of Investigations to tho 
producers, and try to have them ap- 
plied In practice. In this connection 
the valuable work of dairy Instruc- 
tors coiner to mind, for the^e men 
hove practically revolutionized the 
dairy industry. Tho Count v . Repre- 
sentative Is the latest application of 
tills principle, but Ills s - here nf work 
covers a wider area. ' Canada woul^ 
ho vastly enriched if a representative 
wero placed In every townshlo. 

"Our conception of progressive agri- 
culture Involves not only Intelligen' 
farmers producing more and better 
products by up-to-date méthode, Im! 
also lenders and exports who •fir'' 
able to disseminate and discover ne" 
nnd hotter methods so that productlo r 
as well as profits may be still fur 
the-r increased. 

"lt is to the agricultural college 1 
that we must look for the preparation 
of the leaders and experts as well as 
the Intelligent farmers." 



THE MACDONALD COLLEGE 

, Y. M. C. A. . 

To begin with, a short explanation 
of tho purposes of the Association 
will not ho out of order. Its malii ob- 
ject is to develop a true and manly 
Christian character among its niom- 
hers. Here at Macdonald, our intel- 
lectual and physical growth is pro- 
vided for by the College, its ath- 
letics, and Its Officers' Training 
Corps, but no man's development can 
be considered complete, if the spirit- 
ual side of his nature he neglected. 
It is this neglect of the spiritual side

Tho Y. M. C. A. has been for- 
tunate thus far this yeur, in having 
secured somo very good speakers on 
subjects which aro of Interest not 
only to every colloge student, hut ot 
special interest to us at Macdonald. 
On Sunday, Oct. 16th, we were nd- 
dressed by Dr. Lyndo, of tho Physics 
Department, who took for his sub- 
Joct "Service." This talk was ad- 
dressed particularly to tho Freshmen, 
but wo all derived much benefit from 
lt. At this meeting it was suggested 
that one of the men from the School 
for Teachers should represent that 
body on tho Executive. Mr. Crnik 
was elected to the position. At the 
Sunday morning servlco of Oct. 22nd, 
tho Rev. Mr. McLeod addressed the 
meeting. His subject was, "What is 
tho Goal of Your Life?" He empha- 
sized the fact that we should have 
our Ideals on the future, and not or 
things 'of the past; that we should 
be looking for Jesus' second coming 
and purifying ourselves oven as He 
is pure; and lastly, that wc should 
be more thoughtful, serious and earn 
ost, as this life Is not all, but only the 
fitting ground for a greater and nob 
1er life beyond. As there was nc 
scheduled speaker for Oct. 29th, our 
worthy president, Mr. L. K. Jones 
road a very instructive chapter from 
1 little work entitled, "As a man 
Thlnketh," which struck us all quite 
forcibly, and gave us much food for 
'bought. After a few hymns tho meet 
'ng closed with the Lord's Prayer 
The speaker for November fith wo r 
Mr. Wilfred Sadler, who In his usun" 
nleaslng manner gave us a short re 
wtne of the life of David Lloyd 
^orge, the present Minister of Mu 
'itions In the. Coalition Government 
•f the Motherland. Notwithstanding 
he short period of time given to 
Mr. Sadler, In which to prepare hip 
iddress, he spoke with great intoros- 
•nd enthusiasm. Prof. Lochhead gave 
13 a very interesting and instructive 
ddress at the meeting held on Nov 
2th, taking for his subject some ol 
.he conditions in Germany respon- 
sible for tho present war. As Prof. 
Lochhea,d's son, Dr. Lochhead, hat- 
boen a prisoner in Germany since the 
war began, he is able to get a much 
broader insight Into happenings in 
the interior of that country than have 
many who have only hearsay from 
the outside on which to baso their 
conclusions. On Sunday, Nov. 19th. 
the speaker was Mr. Calhoun, Sccre 
tary of the Central Y. M. C, A., who 
spoke on the subject of "Bible 
Study." His address was quiet, 
clear, and to the point, plainly show- 
ing us all thai wo do not spend near- 
ly as much time as wo should on the 
study of the Scriptures. Tho speak- 
;r for the meeting of November 2Gth, 
was ,Dr. Glfford, of the Wesloyan 
College, who took for his subject, 
'The Fight for Character." Ho show- 
id us very concisely that this fight 
'or character is the all Important 
bject of our lives, and that Jesus 
'hrist' was the oniy true and reli- 
hlc- pattern to model our lives after, 
ir. Gilford's address showed us how 
ir wo one and all will have to. go, 
?fore we can hope to reach the 
•ml of a perfect Christina charac- 
ter. 

In closing, I would remind the a tit- 
le -:U; that wo aro all members ol 
this Association, and as members, it 
behooves us all to co-operate with 
:he officers of the Association, and 
'.0 aid them in every way possible. 
The best way In which wo can do 
this is for us all to turn out for the 
Sunday morning meetings, thus giv- 
ing the speakers, especially strangers 
from a distance, a hearty welcome 
to our college. Few speakers can 
express themselves well to empty 
seats; - It is impossible for them to 
put as much vim and "pep" into 
their addresses as they would do, had 
they a crowd of listeners. May 1 al- 
so add a Une .of urgent protest 
against the extremely unpleasant 
habit of whistling, singing loudly, and 
of slamming doors in the proximity 
of the gym., during the progress of 
these meetings. No speaker can en- 
joy giving an address to tho above 
accompaniment, and I am sure that 
if we are all a little more thoughtful 
In this regard much annoyance will 
be. done away wtlh. 

The executive of the Y, M. C. A.

Tho pr' 00 of Ulls llccnse Js Fiii Y Cents an acre per year, and i«. fee of J10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on tho same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during tho year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.
